DEATH BY FIRE. 


Sad Ending of a Pleasure 
Excursion. 


A Rich Railroader’s Yacht Blown Up 
at Buffalo, N. Y. 


Three of His Children Perish on the 
Burning Vessel. 


The Disaster Caused by an Explo- 
sion of Naphtha—Four Lives in 
All Lost-—Shocking 
Scenes. 


By Telegraph to The Times, 
BuFFALOo (N.Y.), Aug. 7.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press,] ‘This afternoon bystanders 
near the boathouses, at the foot of Ferry 
street, heard two explosions in quick suc- 
cession from the boathouse of L. B. Crocker, 
superintendent of the New York Central 
stockyards, in which his pleasure yacht, 
the Cedar Ridge, was stored. 
Immediately afterward the boat burst 
into flames, which soon made a furnace of 
the interior. Simultaneously with the ex- 
plosion two or three persons were thrown 
into the water, as if from the force of the 
charge. Caleb Tolsma got a boat and 
picked up a young woman, Miss McLean, 
aged 28, from the water. She was badly | 
burned and was taken to the hospital. 
At this time the form of Mr. Crocker’s 
young son was seen standing onthe boat 
deck against a backgreund of fire. Charles 
Schweigel seized a pike-pole and extended 
it toward the little fellow till it almost 
touched his breast, at the same time crying 
to him to grasp it and he would rescue him. 
But the little fellow seemed paralyzed, and 
ina moment fell back into the fire and 
burned to acrisp before the horrified gaze 
of the onlookers. Schweigel’s face was 
burned in his attempt to rescue the boy.

Its Suspension Thought to Be Only 
Temporary.

THE SIOUX COMMISSION. 


Joy at Washington Over the Suc- 
cess of Its Labors. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Secretary Noble this morn- 
ing received a telegram from Chairman 
Foster announcing the successful comple- 
tion of the work of the Sioux Commission. 
Secretary Nobie sent the folluwing tele 
gram to the commissioners: 

“My congratulations and sincere thanks 
for your able efforts and great success, You 
have done a great work for humanity, the 
Indians included. Ihave sent your tele- 
gram to the President, who is at Boston to- 
day.” 

According to the act of Congress, under 
which the agreement with the Indians has 
just been consummated, the unrelinquished 

rtion of the Sioux Reservation is divided 
into six reservations as follews: Standing 
Rock, Cheyenne River, Lower Brule, 
Crow Creek, Pine Ridge and Rose- 
bud, so se parated that a large portion 
of the relinquished part of the reservation 
divides them into sets of two, one set being 
on the northern end of the reservation, an- 
other on the eastern and the third on the 
southern. The land thrown open-ta. settie- 
ment will aggregate about 11,000,000 acres, 
and will be disposed of by the United 
States to actual settlers only at the tollow- 
ing rates: One dollar and ‘ twenty-five 
cents per acre for all lands taken within 
the first three years after the act takes ef- 
fect, 75 cents per acre for lands disposed of 
within the succeeding two years, and 50 
cents per acre for the residue of lands then 
undisposed of. The act provides that the 
agreement as now entered into must be 
submitted to Congress at its next session 
for ratification.

A HOG HORROR. 


HOW A SICKENING NUISANCE 18 
MAINTAINED. 


A Keeper of Hogs and Purvcyor of 
Tripe and Brains—W hat Dr. Cow- 
per Unearthed Yesterday — The 
Horse Burying-ground in a 
Cafion. 


Dr. Cowper, stock inspector of the 
county, had his attention called yes- 
terday to a nuisance north of the city 
above Gasson’s slaughter-house, in a 
cafion this side of Verdugo Cafion, and 
went out to see it, A TIMES reporter 
saw him upon his return, and his in- 
vestigation revealed a remarkable state 
of affairs. | 

The cafion is four miles north of the 
city, and a little way from its mouth a 
man named Foster has some stock 
pens. They beggar description. He 
keeps hogs in them, and the pens are 
nothing but a mass of mud and filth 
about forty feet square. The hogs are 
kept in a miserable condition, and 

uite a number of dead ones have been 
eft to lie where they died, amongst the 
other hogs. In some places the mud is 
so deep that nothing but the noses of 
the hogs can be seen sticking out. The 
hogs are fed on such refuse as can be 
obtained. The man who keeps the 
lace is as dirty his hogs. 

e himself is a | sight. 
When questioned he said that he -° 
sells hogs to the Chinamen an A 
and prepares tripe and brains. While 
talking with bis questioners he stirred 
up some tripe ina pot with a dirty 
pitchfork and lifted some of it out on 
the fork. He also had a dirty knife in 
his hand with which he scratched the | 
back of his neck. The property belongs 
to Gasson,but this filthy fellow rents it 
from him, and seems to have been so far 
unmolested. Scattered around a large 
number of sheeps’ heads could be o 
served. The stench arising from the 
place is something awful, and Dr. 
Cowper was informed that one man 
had smelled it five miles north of there. 

The man Foster seemed to be utterly 
Oblivious of the fact that he is not 
keeping a place which the daintiest 
fancier of tripe and hogs could enjoy, 
and those present kept as far away 
from him as they could. The hogs in 
the condition in which they are kept 
cannot possibly be healthy, and the 
place is a disease-breediag one which 
should be immediately suppressed to 
prevent diseuse in the neighborhood 
and among those using the filthy car- 
casses and products. 

The visit to the hog-pens revealed 
another strange thing. Further up 
the cafion, about one-eighth of a mile 
from the pens, the dead-horse 
contractor has a graveyard of about 
150 dead animals, principally horses, 
which bave been carted from the city. 
The contractor’s agreement calls for 
the burning or boiling of the dead ani- 
mals, but be claims that his machine 

has broken down,and he has been haul- 
ing them to the cafion, where he buries 
them. He buries them quite deep,and 
not many of them could be seen stick- 
ing out; but he is violating the terms of 
his contract right along, according to

He Gets a “Light” Sentence of he 


Years. 
E. R. Brady was brought before 
Judge Cheney yesterday morning to 
answer to the charge of robbing Mrs. 
Margaret Cuddeback, a short time 
ago, of about $1500 worth of jewelry.} 


Brady is the man who confessed to. 


the crime while in the County Jail, 
and through whose confession Harry 
Jordan, his “pal,” was sent up last 
week for 21 years. He tried to obtain 
some promise from the District At- 
torney that his sentence would be light _ 
if he confessed, but Mr. Kelly refused 
to make any promises, except that 
when he came up for sente 


nce he would 
make a statement to the Court. 

When the case was called Brady 
pleaded guilty. Mrs. Cuddeback went 
on the stand andrelated the familiar 
details of the burglary and robbery. 

At the conclusion of her evidence, 
District Attorney Kelly stated to the 
Court that Brady, had confessed the 
crime voluntarily, and had told the 
details. He had said that he did not 
abuse the old lady, but did the robbin 
while Jordan sat down upon Mrs. Cud- 
deback, kicked her, and otherwise 
maltreated her. In view of all the 
circumstances he would request the 
Court to impose a light sentence upon 
the young man. _ 

A breeze was created at this junc- 
ture by a request of Attorney Murphy.

“Am I convinced of the feasibility 
of the scheme? Well, after Chautau- 
qua we think that anything is feasible, 
you know.”’

LETTERS TO THE TIMES. 


Requisites of-a Reform School. 
UNIVERSITY, Aug. 7.— [To the 
Editor of Toe Trwgs.] On the ques- 
tion of a large tract of land, with an 
abundance of water, in the location of 
the Reform School at Whittier, THe 
TiMEs is right. 
many years’ experience in the manage- 
ment of reform schools East, and can 
speak from personal knowledge. 

The State Reform School of Ohio 
began with over 1200 acres. It con- 
tained running streams and living 
springs of water, and large cisterns to 
every building, and that in a climate 
of copious rains. Years ago additions 
were in demand to the farm, and an 
artesian well was found to be neces- 
sary. 

The Minnesota Reform School has 
been moved from §f. Paul on account 
of a shortage of land and water. 
Water for irrigation is but a small 
part of what is required for a reform 
school. Provision should be made for 
at least 200 inmates, with their at- 
tendants, for washing, bathing, cook- 
ing and drinking; for the use of cattle 
and horses, hosing and irrigation, and, 
above all, in case of fire, which is 
liable to be of common occurrence 
in this dry climate, and in consider- 
ation of the mostly criminal inmates 
gathered there. 

The farm should be large enough to 
give employment to 200 inmates, which 
will be in the school in less than three 
years after its opening, if rightly and 
successfully managed. Large and 
small fruit-growing, with gardening 
for the institution, raising %! and 
grain for the cows, sheep and horses 
are necessary to Maintain and carry 
on the work of the institution. 

I see by the papers that a large barn 
is about to be erected there. Better 
build two or more if required, and so 
far apart that if one is burned the 
others may escape, and the insurance 
will be cheaper. 

Fires in reform schools are common. 
The bad boys think that if the build- 
ings are burned they can escape. 

The family plan of building is best; 
one house to accommodate from thirty 
to forty inmates, with a main building 
for cooking, dining, etc. A reform 
school should not be too near a rail- 
road; it affords too easy a means ot es- | 
cape. It should be somewhat remote 
from all other surroundings. 

To give elaborate reasons for all 
points touched upon would consume 
too much space. , REFORMSCHOOL.

BRONCHITIS.’ 
Acute Bronchitis. 


This is an inflammation of the mucous mem- 
brane lining the bronchial tubes, and is one of 
the most common of al) the pulmonary dfs- 
eases. It is a dangerous disease,as it prevents 
the oxygenation of the , and in many 
cases, particularly after it passes into the 
chronic stage, the substance of the lungs be- 
comes seriously involved. giving rise to what 
is very properly called bronchial consumption. 
In the acute form there is a sense of tight- 
ness or pressure across the chest, with con- 
siderable wheezing, severe cough and expec- 
torat on. This is at first a white glairy mucus, 
which after a time becomes purulent. The

Chronic Bronchitis. 


Chronic Bronchitis is also an inflammation 
of the mucous membrane of bronchial tubes. 
But this form more often occurs tater in life. 
Whenacold settles on the lungs, the disease 
either ends in bronchitis or pneumonia. If it 
ends in bronchitis it usually passes off asa 
cold in the cheat, and still the patient does not 
feel entirely well. He feeis tired and languid. 
and is incapable of taking his usual amount 
of exercise, and experiences a shortness of 
breath, with more or jess warmth in the palms 
of hishands. Soon after this a cough ap- 
pears, accompanied by an expectoration of 

k mucous, followed by a hectic flush, loss 
of flesh and strength, and night sweats con-. 
tinue, when the patient assumes all the ap- 
pearance of having a genuine case of con- 
sumption. But this is simply oatarrh of the 
lungs, or chronic bronchitis. 

In the Jatter of the disease the mu- 
cous membrane of the larger bronchial tube 
softens, while in the smaller tubes and air 
celis of the lungs the mucous membrane be- 
comes con dinflamed. There are no 
cavities or tubercles in the lungs, but merely 
wasting away of the larger bronchial tubes, 
and death takes place from obstruction of the 
bronchial tubes and air cells of the lungs.
